ICAD hopes that the vacancy of one FID member may 
soon be filled by an American member. There has al- 
ready been contact with General Motors. Final nomi- 
nation will be through the national FID Committee in 
the USA. 

The fourth meeting of ICAD was held in Madrid on 
October 24-25, 1957. It was decided to contact the new 
subcommittee of FID/C 629 for the revision of UDC as 
regards Automobile documentation; to erhbody the Ita- 
lian proposal for Self-bibliography in a draft recom- 
mendation for abstracts of periodical articles; to study 
a new lay-out for the draft specification sheet CUNA 
00589 for automobiles and to draft a similar specification 
sheet for trucks, coaches and buses; and to study a prac- 
tical procedure for international co-ordination of ab- 
stracting work in the automobile field. 

The next meeting will be held in Paris at the occasion 
of the FISITA congress in May 1958. 


Building classification 
The 4th meeting of the International Building Clas- 


sification Committee (IBCC) is held in Geneva on No- 
vember 13 and 14, 1957. The Agenda includes a report 
on existing classification and building filing systems, a 
report on the SfB system, the establishment of a central 
multilingual cardfile based on the ABC Subject Lists, 
and revision of UDC 69 and 72. 

From the IBCC report for 1956/57 we quote: 

The IBCC was established by agreement between FID 
and CIB (Conseil International du Batiment) on recom- 
mendation of the meeting of specialists on building clas- 
sification in Copenhagen, October 1952 with the object to 
study classification on the subject of building. All pro- 
posed amendments of UDC which affect building con- 
cepts, in particular the fields 624/628, 69, 71 and 72, 
shall be considered by the Committee. Further selection 
schedules and filing systems may be formulated and pu- 
blished by the Committee. 

The 1st meeting of the IBCC took place in Copenhagen 
in October 1952; the 2nd meeting in Copenhagen in May 
1954; and the 3rd meeting in Brussels in September 
1955.

The Abridged Building Classification (ABC) was 
made ready for sale in 2.000 English copies from Bouw- 
centrum, Rotterdam, at the end of 1955. The printing of 
the French, Norwegian and Swedish translations was 
finished in August 1956, and all of them were ready for 
sale at the end of 1956. In the same year a Finnish 
translation of the contents was incorporated in the Fin- 
nish edition of the UDC, and a Japanese translation was 
published similarly as a section of the Japanese Archi- 
tectural Handbook. The Dutch version is just ready for 
sale; the manuscript for the Serbo-Groatian ABC is ap- 
proved and ready for the press. 


The Working Party on the Architecture of Farm 
Buildings (IBCC/631.2) now consists of members from 
seven countries, including several experts from outside 
the IBCC. Work has been started in 1957 upon a review 
of classification numbers relevant to the architecture of 
farm buildings in the UDC and the Systéme de Classifi- 
cation des Sciences Agricoles, Rome 1952. Cooperation 
is established with FID/C 63. 

Work on revision and extension of UDC groups has 
been continued, especially within the 69 sections; the 
complex of changes contained in PE 507 was re-instated 
to a large degree at Brussels and extensions were added, 
finally appearing in the PE Notes 598 and 606 which are 
published in Extensions and Corrections to the UDC, 
Series 3, No. 2; this was mainly initiated by the British 
members with a view to the British UDC edition, section 
69, which is at the printer’s. A Dutch proposal concer- 
ning revision of 72 divisions is under discussion. As exam- 
ples of proposals which have been of topical interest to 
the IBCC may be mentioned: 551.3, Glaciology and re- 
lated subjects (PE611), 627.24, Ausfiihrung von See- 
bauten (draft), and 666.8/.9, Artificial stone, lime, ce- 
ment, etc. (draft). 

A complete description of the SfB building filing sy- 
stem has been prepared by Mr, E. Nicklin, Finland. 

The publishing of ABC editions in different languages 
will be continued together with UDC revision work 
preparative to the next ABC edition. A comparative stu- 
dy: on existing building filing systems on a broad basis 
has just been started, initiated and financed by members 
of the CIB. Theoretical and practical aspects of those 
systems and their relation to the universal bibliographic 
classification schemes will be discussed at the 4th mee- 
ting of the IBCC in Geneva, 13th-14th November 1957. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 


Portuguese editions of UDC 


With regard to terminological difficulties the editor, 
Centro de Documentacao Cientifica in Lisbon, had es- 
tablished close co-operation with two Brazilian commit- 
tees. Owing to these circumstances the Abridged edition 
as well as the first volumes of the Complete Portuguese 
edition will be published a little later than expected. 


Russian abbreviations 


It was announced in Inf. FID 1957: 7, p. 28 that a list 
of abbreviations which appear in current Russian lite- 
rature would be published by FID. 

Recently however we were informed of a similar but 
far more extensive list soon to be published by Verlag 
Technik in Berlin. While the 1952 Library of Congress 
publication ,,Russian abbreviations, a selective list” con- 
tains about 3000 entries and the manuscript made for 
FID by Dr. Sascaro about 1500, the Zentralstelle fiir 
Wissenschaftliche Literatur (ZWL) in Berlin prepared 
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a list of 7000 entries. The ZWL having heard of a list of 
15000 entries to be published by Verlag Technik, decided 
to transfer their manuscript to this Verlag. 

As this list no doubt gives the most extensive coverage 
of Russian abbreviations, FID would be willing to list 
this publication in its series. 

,Russische Abkiirzungen und Kurzworter” will be in 
Russian, German, English and French. Close co-operation 
with the Institute of Scientific Information of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences in Moscow will assure a most va- 
luable document to be available.

A second revised edition:-of Heft 3 ,,Grundlagen der 
Ordnungstechnik” (116, p., DM 6,50) and Heft 7 ,,Lite- 
raturverzeichnis zur Dokumentation 1930 bis 1950”

Verlag, Rapplenstrasse 20, Stuttgart-N., Germany, in the 
series ,,.Handbuch der Klassifikation” by O. Frank (FID 
publ. 298). For other volumes see Inf. FID 1957 no. 4. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Tele-code 


An International teleprinter-code for libraries and do- 
cumentation centres, prepared by G. Schuurmans Stek- 
hoven, was published in September 1957 by the Biblio- 
theek Technische Hogeschool, Delft, Netherlands (IV + 
23 p., price f 2,75). 

In the foreword Dr. L. J. van der Wolk, chief librarian 
of the Technological University Delft, states that the te- 
lewriter is one of the most important mechanisms to 
speed up interlibrary communication. Research libraries 
all over the world can be linked by teletype to a network 
of co-operating centres. To keep the cost of teletype at 

low level a code can be used. The booklet is a first at- 

empt to introduce such a code for use between libraries 

and documentation centres. The code is based on one 
used by the world’s postal administrations, special li- 
brary concepts being added. 

The booklet can be divided into two parts: the first 
part (7 p.) being for decoding into English, French, Ger- 
man, Dutch, the second part being for coding (lists in 
these four languages, 4 p. per list). The terms of this 
code consist of one to six letters, in some cases groups 
of letters. 


Hungarian Technical Abstracts 


The Director of the Hungarian State Technical Li- 
brary, Postafidk 12, Budapest 8, should be glad to send 
free copies of the ,,.Hungarian Technical Abstracts” to 
institutes interested in this publication. The journal is 
published quarterly in an English, German and Russian 
series and contains abstracts of articles in Hungarian 
technical periodicals and of books and brochures. Insti- 
tutes interested are requested to write to the Director 
of the Hungarian State Technical Library. 


Indian Special Libraries 


An Indian Association of Special Libraries and Infor- 
mation Centres was founded in 1956 and works in close 
co-operation with the Indian Library Association. It pu- 
blishes an excellent Bulletin, which Aslib hopes to ab- 
stract in its Journal of Documentation. The address of 
the Association is: 9B Esplanade East, Calcutta 1, In- 
dia, and the price of the Bulletin is 7/6 per issue. (from 
Aslib Proceedings Vol. 9 no. 10, Oct. 1957).
